Oklahoma City, September 20.— 
Sensational testimony exposing the al- 
leged inner workings of the Ku Klux 
Klan in Oklahoma City and designed 
to show that the secret organization 
has directed mob violence was made 
public tonight by Governor J. C. Wal- 
ton. 

The testimony was taken by the 
military court sitting here, and was 
given out by the governor “that the 
people may know the purposes” of 
the klan. 

As a preface to the statement, Gov- 
ernor Walton declared the burden of 
the fight against the klan had fallen 
upon himself and upon Aldrich Blake, 
his counselor, making it necessary 
for him to appeal for financial aid. 

“Every effort is being made to 
eripple us financially so that we can- 
not continue to fight,” the govern 
said. 

“IT call upon the people who be- 
lieve in a representative form of gov- 
ernment immediately to assist us fi- 
nancially and to make all remittance 
to Mrs. Aldrich Blake, Oklahoma City, 
Okla. Aldrich Blake himself is ab- 
sent from the city at this time an 
probably will be for some days.” 

Has Crossed Rubicon. 

“So far as I a.a concerned,” Gov- 
ernor Walton declared, “I have 
crossed the Rubicon and it is a fight 
to the finish.” 

“Jewett (N. C. Jewett, grand 
dragon of the Oklahoma realm of the 
klan) and his crowd have turned the 
fight over to the klan newspapers 
and the klan members of the legis- 
lature. 

“Jewett and his ‘invisible empire 
shall not pass in this state. 

“Tf necessary I shall arm every man 
in this state who is opposed to his 
empire.” 

The section of the military court 
record made public was the testimony 
of Dr. A. A. Maupin, a dentist, who 
stated that he joined the klan in 
April, 1920. In addition, a portion 
of the testimony of three Oklahoma 
county officials was given out. 

Judge Took Obligation. 

District Judge George W. Clark, 
who summoned a special grand jury 
to investigate the charge that Gov- 
ernor Walton illegally had used 
state employees to check names onan 
initiative petition, testified that he 
was initiated in the klan a year ago 
last May. He said he never had st- 
tended a meeting or paid dues and 
had not considered himself a member 
of the organization for nearly a year.

WOMAN IS RUSHED 
T0 VALDOSTA JAIL 
BY ARMED GUARDS 


Violence Feared as Feel- 


ing During Trial of Rob- 
erts’ Slayer Runs High. 
Crowd Hears Verdict. 


Statenville, Ga., September 20.— 
(Special)—Convicted of voluntary 
manslaughter by a jury here late tvu- 
day, Mrs. Joe Copeland was sentenc- 
ed to two years in the penitentiary 
for the death of John Roberts at 
Mayday, Ga., September 9. Roberts 
was shot five times at the railway 
station in Mayday, by Mrs. Copeland 
who fired the shots from a pistol 
which she had in a paper bag. Mrs. 
Copeland was rushed to Vaidosta ‘ate 
toda'y, under the protection of an 
armed guard, as there has been high 
feeling here. 

The verdict of guilty was returned 
after the jury had deliberated only a 


| short time. 


There was intenze excitement here 
throughout the trial, as the principals 
in the tragedy were prominent in 
Eiecholg county, and have many rela- 
tives near Statenville. Armed guards 
were stationed at all entrances to the 
courthouse to prevent possible vio- 
lence, 

Woman Takes Stand. 

Pleading self-defense, Mrs. Core- 
land took the stand this morning to 
explain the tragedy. She declared 


that she shot Roberts only after he 
had struck her with a heavy club: 
She told of the meeting between 
Roberts, E. A. Goodson, her compan- 
ion and herself at the station, and 
the altercation that ensued when

Athens, Ga., September 20.—(Spe- 
cial.)—A majority of Clarke county 
citizens interested in Governor Walk- 
er’s effort to reform the state tax sys- 
tem at a public hearing before the 
special tax cemmission here this 
afternoon adopted a resolution favor- 
ing an income tax for raising the 
state’s revenue. 

The resolution was introduced by 
Chancellor David C. Barrow and re- 
ceived the verbal indorsement of eight 
or ten prominent business men and 
farmers who spoke before the commis- 
sion. Out of a body of about 100 citi- 
zens, men and women, four votes were 
recorded against the resolution, among 
those who disapproved of the income 
tax was Harvey Stovall, manufacturer, 
who stated that his experience with 
the government had taught him to be- 
lieve the income tax would be harm- 
ful to business. 

Presents Paper. 

Following addresses by Governor 
Walker and other members of the 
commission explaining the purpose of 
its visit to Athens, the discussion of 
tax methods was begun.

| Davis, of Birmingham, announced 
last night, quoted the governor as 
i\maying that the Jefferson county 
grand jury was not vested with the 
authority to investigate the conditjons 
of which he was chief supervisor, and 
that he alone stood accountable to the 
state senate. 

To Obey Subpoena. 

L. A. Boyd, head of the state de- 
| partment of convict supervisors, to- 
day said that he had been subpoenaed 
tv appear before the Jefferson inquisi- 
terial body and that he would go to 
Birmingham tomorrow for that pur- 
pose. Mr. Boyd was present with a 
physician of the state when the prison- 
ers were flogged following the mutiny, 
he told Governor Brandon at the time. 
He took full responsibility for havinz 


corporal punishment inflicted although 
it had been banished previously by 
erecutive order and has since the inci- 
dent been restored in the same man- 
ner.

Fulton county will levy a special 
one mill school tax, to raise about 
$250,000 this year to relieve in a 
degree the critical money shortage 
prevailing in practically all schools 
in the county as a result of the im- 
mense increase in population of At- 
lanta and its environs during the last 
year. 

The additional revenue, members of 
the commission said Thursday, will 
be apportioned among the four publie 
school systems in the county, the Ful- 
ton county system, the Atlanta sys- 
tem, the East Point and the College 
Park systems. The exact basis of 
apportionment has not been fixed but 
probably will be decided at confer- 
ences of school authorities and com- 
missioners before the October meeting 
of the commission. 

Tax Levy Is Voted. 

The special tax levy was voted by 
the commissioners Monday at the ur- 
gent request of the Fulton county 
board of education. The board found 
itself faced with a problem of mak- 
ing an estimated revenue of $170,000 
meet an estimated expense of $240,000 
for the year. The county schools 
are supported largely by local school 
district taxeg of seven and one-half 
mills, 

The tax was the first ever levied 
for school purposes by the county 
commissioners and the exact legal re- 
quirements for expenditure of the 
revenue have not been determined. 
Charles B. Shelton, county attorney, 
probably will be asked for a ruling 
today, members of the board said. 

J. W. Simmons, county school 
superintendent, said Thursday that 
the entire revenue could be used to 
advantage in the county school sys- 
tem alone. No new buildings have 
been erected in seven years, he said, 
and some must be built either by 
bonds or current revenues in the near 
future, 


Enrollment Increases. 
Enrollment in the county schools 


‘has increased to 8,000 -pupils, nearly 


| double the number for which the pres- 


ent school plant was built. Most of 
the increase, he said, has been in the 
last year, 

The Atlanta schoo] system, propor- 
tionately, it is said, is not so badly 
in need’ of additional funds as the 
county school system, although a much

Ingraham, before emancipation of 


his race, was the property of Judge 
Linton Stephens, brother of that great 
Georgian, Alex Stephens. 

When a young man, Ingraham was 
educated by Alex Stephens, who had 
the vision to see that the proyer 
kind of education was the key to the 
solution of the race problem in the 
south, He believed that, through 
such men as Ingraham,’ bright 
and intelligent negroes, lay the hope 
for the colored race. Therefore he 
educated the young colored man, and 
told him to go out and spread the doc- 
trine of industrial education among 
his people. 

School at Sparta. 

How well Ingraham has carried out 
that precept is shown in the school at 
Sparta, which today stands as a 


intelligent direction. 

It is known as the Sparta Agricul- 
tural and Industrial institute. It oc- 
eupies grounds comprising fifty-three 
actes and two buildings form the 
school plant proper. The acreage is 
farmed by the students, who through 
this method are given an opportunity 
to work their way through the school 
and thus win for themselves the edu- 
cation they need and desire. 

The boys are taught modern 
methods of farming. They are shown 
the way by which they can raise them- 
selves from the slough of illiteracy and 
ignorant, poorly paid labor, into the 


musical- | 


bright day of educated agriculture, 
| prosperous and independent, 
| Taught Home Making. 

The girls are taught home making, 
domestic science, sewing, dressmaking, 
cooking, etc., and are thus equipped to 
igo out into life, ready to be factors 
in the improvement of home conditions 
of their race. Both boys and girls 
are, of course, given the regular grade 
school courses in addition to this prac- 
tical training. 

This school at Sparta is now thir- 
teen years old. Its property is valued 
at about $35,000 or $40,000. With the

York’s Solution. 

Councilman York’s solution of the 
traffic problem was worked out Thurs- 
day evening when he and a Constitu- 
tion reporter made a survey of down- 
town conditions during the rush hours, 
timed the speed of a score of auto- 
mobiles, changes in traffic lights and 
the methods used by the police in 
regulating traffic. 

It developed that during the rush 
hour automobiles move through the 
streets at a maximum speed less than 
10 miles per hour and are forced to 
stop at each street intersection. It 
required 15 minutes to drive from the 
intersection of Peachtree and Forsyth 
streets to the corner of Whitehall and 
a a distance of about one-third 
mile. 

The apparent reason for the slow- 
ness of traffic is that there is no uni- 
form through-town or  cross-town 
movement. 
corner rather than directly through 
the district. 

One Central Switch. 

Consolidation of traffic towers un- 
der control of one centrally located 
switch would give uniformity to the 
traffic movement, Couneilman York 
will tell the committee in presenting 
his ordinance. He will propose that 
north and south traffic through 
Forsyth, Broad, Peachtree and White- 
hall be permitted to flow uninterrupt- 
ed for 90 seconds and that the lights 
then be changed and the east and 
west traffic be allowed to flow unin- 
terrupted for 45 seconds, and that 
these changes be continued regularly 
through the day. 

With an entirely unobstructed 
street, it will be possible for an au- 
tomobile to travel 20 miles an hour 
through the downtown district with 
perfect safety. In 90 seconds it could 
get from the Candler building to the 
corner of Whitehall and Mitchell very 
easily at any time of day, whereas 
at present it takes at ieast ten times 
that long during the congested hours 
because of lack of uniformity in the 
direction in which traffic flows, the 
uncertainty of the length of time that 
the “go” signal will remaiz on and 
the necessity for stops at most cor- 
ners to keep from hitting pedestrians 
who cross the streets in vivlstion of 
the traffie signals. 

Pedestrians Break Law. 

Pedestrians were noted as the most 
flagrant and consistent taffie law 
breakers on the streets. They failed 
to observe traffic lights at practicai- 
ly every corner except Five Points, 
and at the Whitehall and Alabama 
street corners, The slow ,peed of 
motor traffic encourages them to dis- 
regard the red light signals because 
they know that a motorist can and 
will stop rather than hit a pedes- 
trian, regardless of who has the legal 
right of way. 

If motor traffie moved at high 
speed, as it does in practically every 
other large.city, pedestrians would 
not cross until the proper signal was 
given, because it would not be safe. 

Under Councilman York’s plan all 
but one of the traffic officers now 
required to remain in the traffic 
towers and at the signal switches 
could be released for duty in enforc- 
ing the traffic laws that are now 
violated constantly. Parking iaws are 
practically disregarded, and police 
officials say that they have not 
enough men to enforce them.

Therefore, the bond requirement is the 
best guarantee of good driving for this 
regson: We all know that money talks 
and one who is willing to risk the payment 
of a penalty on his judgment that another 
is a safe automobile driver, is pretty apt 
to have knowledge or is pretty apt to get 
knowledge of the traits and temperament 
and record of one for whom he goes on & 
bond. This would apply whether the bonds- 
man be an individual or a corporation, and 
the giving of a bond itself would tend to 
sober down and make a careful driver. 

Indeed, a great many reckless, irresponsi- 
ble persons, who now drive cars, occasional- 
ly or even regularly would no make any 
effort to qualify as a driver by giving a

district engineer, announced today that 
the rivers and harbors board of the 
war department had suspended its 
unfavorable decision on taking over 
the east coast canal pending new fig- 
ures from his office on the amount 
of freight moved from the affected 
territory from Jacksonville to Miami 
during the 1922-1923 ~eason.

The figures will be compiled in

GERMANY’S SURRENDER. 

The capitulation of Germany— 
that is, her frank admission that a 
passive resistance to the occupation 
of the Ruhr by the French must and 
will be abandoned—may now lead 
to a speedy and a peaceful settle- 
ment of the reparations dispute with 
France. 


That objective, however, unques- 
tionably hinges on the provisions, 
first, that the force of the Strese- 
mann government is sufficient to 
compel an abandonment at once of 
a selfish if not a criminal financial 
policy; second, a new and stable 
currency is created upon a balanced 
budget; third, that a leadership is 
developed that will convince the 
Germany of today that a policy of 
honest work and honest payments, 
without evasions or equivocations 
or quibblings, is an absolute essen- 
tial, to the point of rigid discipline. 

The present premier, a democrat 
in principle, has shown, since the 
overthrow of 


bet he has to contend with two radi- 
cally different elements; but both 
of a destructive nature—one, the 
selfish financial interests that are 
enriching themselves by the depre- 
ciation of the mark and the financial 
distress of the nation and the peo- 
ple; the other the radicals under 
Russian influence who fan the flames 
of ruin and capitalize the restless- 
ness of a people. 

France has been unjustly cen- 
sured by many Americans who do 
not know the true situation. 

That her policy tn forcing mili- 
tary occupation of the great coal 
producing territory of Germany was 
drastic, and perhaps in defiance of 
the orderly diplomatic processes as 
provided in all the covenants of the 
treaty of Versailles, cannot be de- 
* nied; but that that policy has been 
aimed at the absolute destruction of 
Germany by the crushing of her 
people and government and by the 
annexation of the major portion of 
her territory, In some wild militar- 
istic policy of aggression, is not 
true. 

There are leaders of French 
thought and higher-ups in French 
politics who have cherished such 
hopes, perhaps, but the overwhelm- 
ing sentiment of the French people 
——the workers and the peasants 
numbering 75 per cent of the na- 
tion’s population—has been to be 
as liberal to the new Germany as 
circumstances would permit, but to 
be as firm and as irrevocable in the 
exactions of war as the future peace 
and serenity of continental Europe 
demanded, and as indeed the very 
salvation of the German people in 
the new order of democracy really 
required. 

When France, defeated, In 1871, 
put her signature to a reparation 
agreement with conquering Ger- 
many—an agreement as difficult to 
meet as the conditions-imposed up- 
on Germany by the peace treaty of 
1919— that obligation was treated 
with sacredness, and the French 
government, backed by the people 
from every walk of life, bent to 
the honest and earnest task of dis- 
charging that obligation, a hard and 
. discouraging one, and to a less 
courageous and dauntless people a 
hopeless one. 

And in the very acts of honest en-

frankness and honesty, and industry 
and discipline, not only will France 
become appeased, but she will no 
‘doubt become a helpful ally in her 
efforts at restoration. | 
‘The present German proposals, 
made known by sources close to 
Chancellor Stresemann, follow: 


1.—Germany is prepared to cease 
passive resistance immediately on con- 
dition that expelled Germans be al- 
lowed to return to the occupied area 
and that Germans arrested by the oc- 
cupying forces be released. 

2.—Germany is also ready to con- 
sider paying a reparations figure above 
30,000,000,000 gold marks. 

3.—Germany offers to place deben- 
tures (as outlined in the recent Strese- 
mann mortgage plan) in the hands of 
the reparations commission, although 
they may only be issued with Ger- 
many’s consent. She will also allow 
French industrialists to participate in 
German industry, if Germany is per- 
mitted to participate in French busi- 
ness. 

The offer is tantamount to sur- 
render. Germany is willing to meet 
the French terms by quitting resis- 
tance; she abandons her previous 
maximum reparations figure of 30,- 
000,000,000 payment, which was 
unacceptable to France; and she of- 
fers guarantees. 

France has demanded 50,000,- 
000,000 gold marks. Germany pre- 
viously has declared this impossible. 

That Great Britain, the friendly 
offices of which nation have been 
heartening to Chancellor Strese- 
mann, will now exert every possible 
diplomatic influence to bring about 
a quick settlement of the differ- 
ences, provided Germany will show 
the proper spirit from within, is cer- 
tain—Britain not only being anxious 
for the restoration of her own ami- 
cable relations with France, but 
anxious to see the 60,000,000 Ger- 
mans On a working basis of eco- 
nomic contentment, with Germany’s 
international trading facilities re- 
habilitated. 


The United States, while having 
no part in the reparation nego- 
tiations, will feel a keen relief when 
the Franco-German differences are 
smoothed out, and will no doubt aid 
by helping, through individuals but 
not through government, Germany 
to revise and stabilize her system 
of currency; and will no doubt take 
earnest part in an international loan. 
It is earnestly hoped, therefore, 
that France may be governed by a 
spirit of conciliation, which is un- 
doubtedly foremost in the hearts of 
the French masses, rather than by 
any ultra-imperialistic policy on the 
part of Poincare, or any leaders in 
French politics.

FLORIDA JUSTICE 
RESIGNS, “SUBJECT 
TO REVOCATION” 


Tallahassee, Fla., September 20.— 


Judge Robert F. Taylor, for néarly 32 | 
years a judge of the supreme court of | 
Florida, today tendered his resignation | 


to Governor Hardee, effective Janu- 
ary 1, 1924, but “subject to revoca- 
tion” until that date. 

Kighteeen years of vudge Taylor’s 
term had been as chief justice, to 
which he was elected at various times 
by a chance method peculiar to the 
Florida tribunal. 

Judge Taylor had been on the su- 
preme court bench continuously since 
January, 1891, giving his 32 years of 
service as a justice of the state’s court 
of last resort. He was appointed to 
the bench by Governor Wremite r. 
Fleming, was elected in 1892 and sub- 
sequently re-elected in 1898, 1904, 
1910, 1916 and 1920, each time with- 
out opposition. During his long term 
he had served 18 years as chief jus- 
tice, his elevation to that position be- 
ing by a sort of lottery designated in 
the constitution, by which any one 
of the six justices has an equal chance 
to win the coveted honor. 

The retiring judge has a record on 
the bench that is, perhaps, unparal- 
leled in the annals of American courts. 
He has, according to figures compiled 
several months ago by friends inter- 
ested in his service on the bench, ac- 
tually participated in the rendering of 
6,620 opinions written by the Florida 
supreme court out of a total number 
of 8,645 made by that body since the 
beginning of the court until the end 
of the last bound volume of its de- 
cisions. 

In addition to that, it was shown 
that from the beginning of the court 
until the end of the last bound vol- 
ume, there have been 1,450 memoran- 
dum opinions handed down, and in 
1,135 of them Judge Taylor partici- 
pated. This would equal 76 per cent 


| of all the decisions made by the court.

Claim Fear of Exposure,

has sought to prove that Stigall sus-

‘“Frame-Up,” Charged. 

As the third day of the trial of FE. 
C. Stigall charged with slaying W. 
lf. Hames, drew to a close Thursday, 
Attorney William Schley Howard, 
counsel for defense, sought desperately 
to prove that Stigall had»been a vic- 
tim of a “frame up” and had shot in 
self defense, after Hames, Kirk and 
Stanten had advanced upon him. Wit- 
nesses for the defense were introduced 
who testified that Stanton had placed 
both his hands back of him as if to 
diaw a weapon, and that Kirk had 
msde a similar move with one of his 
hands. 

That the shooting of Hames, Kirk 
anc Stanton on the corner of Court- 
land and Houston streets, the scene 
of the shooting, had been arranged for 
tae sole purpose of “getting” Stigall, 
was charged at Thursday's session. 
A. X. Tyler, of 42 Walton street, a 
barber, testified that he had over- 
heard Kirk and Stanton talking in 
his barber shop on the morning of the 
day of the shooting. He declared that 
they spoke of “getting” Stigall that
